Fortunately, the Instrument 
was - moved forward before Mr. 
Fou played Schumann's "Popu- 
lous, Opus 2." His beau-tlful 
phrasing and excellent dynamics 
gave ample evidence of his un- 
derstanding of - the-romantlc 
Idiom of the composer.. 



The elusive ethereol quality of 
the Impressionistic "Images" by 
Debussy did not elude Mr. Fou, 
From both the technical and In- 1 
terprctlve standpoint, he gave, 
a sensitive performance of the 
first two sections -mid a flash-' 
Ingly brilliant final section. , 

The entire second half of the 
program was devoted to two 
works by Chopin. First was 
"Ballade ln"F minor, No. A, Opus 
SI." The final .selection was the

of Polonaises and Mazurkas. 1 

In both the "Ballade- arid the
